In the case of annual weeds these 


are of two classes from the point of 
view of their life-history. One group 
requires a resting period before ‘the 
seeds will germinate and this holds 
good even if. the conditions with re- 
gard to moisture and temperature are 
Suitable. These normally germinate 
in the spring of the following year 
after they are shed, but in many 
species the germination can be de- 
layed for several years if the seeds 
are buried to a considerable depth 
in the soil, This is true of such spe- 
cies as wild oats and wild mustard. 
Each time the surface of the ground 
is disturbed some of these buried 
seeds will germinate and if no other 
seeds are allowed to fall”into the 
soil in the meantime, the ground will 
eventually become clear of them. 

In another group of annual species 
known as winter annuals, the seeds 
germinate immediately after they are 
scattered and pass the winter in the 
form of a small seedling plant which 
survives under the snow and resumes 
growth in the following spring. Be- 
longing to this group are the follow- 
ing weeds: Chess, Purple Cockle, 
Night-flowering Catchfly, Stinkweed, 
Shepherd’s Purse, False Flax, Ball

Dependents’ Homes Also Come Under 
Scope of New Provincial Law 


Canada’s

Conspicuous among exempt taxpay- 
ers this year are soldiers and soldiers’ 
dependents, Under the two provincial 
acts which regulate the taxation of 
soldiers’ property, the home property 
or that in which the soldier was living 
at the time of his enlistment, is ex- 
empt for all purposes of taxation, be- 
ginning with 1918 and continuing un- 
til two years after the declaration of 
peace or the soldiers’ discharge from 
the army, whichever happens first. 
For all practical purposes the home, if 
owned by the soldier’s wife, comes 
under the same ruling. 

On all other property of soldiers, 
the legislation provides that no taxes 
can be collected, although the pro- 
perty is taxable, until two years after 
the soldier's discharge, or the end of 
the war. Arrears ‘of taxes .on the 
home before 1918 or which have or

owned cannot be touched by any legal 
proceedings, either, untih the conclu- 
ston of the two years.

tent public sort, for their enormous 
service to us in providing us with 
troop ships, In certain recent months 
more than one-half of our soldiers 
sent abroad have sailed under the 
British flag. Yet we are almost 
dumb about it, We must watch our- 
selves in these things. — 

Let us keep our relations with 
the French and the British thorough- 
ly grotinded in courtesy, in modesty, 
nm mutual recognition of mutual ser- 
vices. And those British ships are 
a good present case in point, 

t cost the British something—it 
cost them much in added privations 
at home—to let us have those ships 
Of course it is their war. But it is 
our war, too, equally. If this is not 
our war we ought not be in it, Brit- 
ain is “saving” us just as much as 
we are “saving” Britain, And we 
ought to shave had ships of our own 
out by this time to carry all our own 
troops. But we had some bad luck 
in our shipping board for a while. 
And when Foch needed a great mass 
of American soldiers suddenly we 
had to turn to London for help, And 
what could London do? 

London had to tighten its belt. 
London had to take ships which 
were being used to bring food— 
needed food, badly needed food—to 
the British people; and it had to send 
those ships to our army to be absor- 
bed into our transport organization. 
British imperial passenger. routes, the 
binding links of the empire were 
quite bare of British liners, They had 
to be made, in many instances, bone 
bare, It was done. And it was done 
at the time, without a word. But why 
not a word now? Why not several 
words from our public men? 

Every day we receive thanks from 
the public men of Britain and France 
for our great sudden contributions of 
man power. How often do we re- 
spond to them with thanks for their 
contributions, without which our man 
power would be valueless? 

Let us watch ourselves every min- 
ute. The ultimate good feeling be- 
tween our ‘countries is at stake in 
these things. When we advance un- 
der the Stars and Stripes on the west- 
ern front let us remember that we 
could not do it without the cannon 
and the airplanes of the tricolor. 
When we send 300,000 men to Eur- 
ope in a month let us remember 
that we could not do it withont ships 
streaming the Union Jack.—From the 
Chicago News. 


Trees Fight Death 


Girdled They May Live for Some 
Time 

Trees are girdled for the purpose 
of killing them, It has often been 
observed, however, that not all trees 
die immediately after they are gird- 
led, but sometimes continue to 
live for a number of years. This is 
true particularly with young, thrifty 
trees having little or no heartwood. 

Large trees with thin sapwood will 
die at once if the latter is completely 
cut .through the heartwood. This 
can be readily explained on the basis 
that the heartwood is to all intents 
and purposes dead and takes no part 
in the life of the tree except to sup- 
port the crown, . 

The sapwood, on the other hand, 
is the life of the tree, because it 
serves as the passageway for the 


{sap in its ascent to the leaves, There- 


fore, as long as the sapwood is not 
completely chopped through to the 
heartwood, the upward flow of the 
sap is tninterrupted and the tree 
has a fair chance to live for a longer 
or shorter period after girdling. 

The sap goes to the leaves, where 
it is converted by a special process 
into plant food. As this manufac- 
tured food is carried down the stem

These PA earefuly sift 
out the useful items from the cap- 
tured man’s conversation, When these 
passive methods fail, as invariably 
they do, the prisoner imay be brow- 
beaten and ordered to disclose  in- 
formation tnder severe penalties. 
A favorite ruse is to place the 
captive if a hut with another pilot 
—ostensibly an Englishman—whose 
duty it is to promote a mutual con- 
fidence and then “draw” the required 
items of intelligence. It is a com- 
mon and frequently successful meth- 
od of gaining information, but our 
men are particularly on their guard 
when they find themselves in these 
circumstances, 

A United States authority, who 
lately fell a victim to the wiles of 
the Boche intelligence trapper, states 
that the first weeks in Germany are 
often replete with all the comforts 
of the London hotels, with none of 
the regrets of an overdraft at Cox’s; 
but later, instead of being an honore 
guest, he becomes the victim of the 
trapper,

His acquaint- 
ance included the waifs of the city, 
who ate often, as the birds, from his 
pockets. 

The old stone bench is a place of. 
mourning. Some of the children from 
the avenues near by who loved him 
and paid him a visit every day have 
brought bouquets and placed them 
on the bench, Some of them, like the 
birds, do not understand his long 
absence.

The importance of this “quick 
help” system canot be over-estimat- 
ed, First aid on the spot will 
doubtless be the means of saving the 
lives of many airmen.

How Animals Take Gas 


|Masks for Horses, Dogs and Mules 
Have Been Manufactured 

There is probably no war in his- 
tory in which animals have had such 
jcare and attention as in the present 
conflict. The allies have been punc- 
tilious in this regard, and. experts 
and veterinarians have been assign- 
ed to look after horses and mules, to 
see that they are not overworked and 
to attend them in illness. The use 
of gas by the Germans was a con- 
siderable problem fot some time, as 
it killed many of the animals, but this 
has now been overcome owing to the 
fact that suitable gas masks for 
horses, dogs and mules are being 
manufactured to protect them. 

Scientists were sent to the front 
by the allied governments. to study 
this question. Their reports show 
that horses suffered more from the 
»|deadly fumes than other animals, As

Silver In Urgent 
Need By Allies 


Exportation Prohibited Except Und- 
er Special License 


Export of Canadian silver coin, 
silver bullion and fine silver bars is 
prohibited, except under licenses is- 
sued by the minister of finance. The 
regulations are to provide that li- 
censes shall be issued only where the 
silver is to be used for civil or mili- 
tary purposes of importance in con- 
nection with the war and only in 
cases where the exporter certifies 
that it has been pufchased at a price 
which does not directly or indirectly 
exceed $1.01%4 per ounce, 1,000 fine, 
at the point where the silver is re- 
fined or at the point of importation 
in the case of imported silver. 

The order in council states that 
serious difficulties have arisen in 
connection with the purchase of sil- 
ver which is urgently needed for sil- 
ver coinage by the allied govern- 
ments and recites the steps taken by 
the United States and British gov- 
ernments.

Expect Allied Invasion 


German Population Along the Rhine 
Is Fearful 


The German population along the 
Rhine expects an allied invasion, in 
the opinion of a Dutch woman of Ger- 
man descent who has just returned 
to Amsterdam from visiting relatives 
in a small village near Bonn, on the 
Rhine. In a statement to the Am- 
sterdam correspondent of the Daily 
Express, she said: 

“The impression gathered from 

what I saw and heard in Germany 
was one of real despair. In spite of 
what the newspapers say, or do not 
say, the German retirement in the 
west is making the worst possible 
impression, especially along the 
Rhine. The people there know that 
they will be the first to be hit if the 
allies ever come. 
“The idea that German soil is to 
remain inviolate to the last has dis- 
appeared completely, and on the 
Rhine everybody expects a_ foreign 
invasion sooner or later, Many fam- 
ilies are preparing to leave for cen- 
tral Germany. 

“The ravages of allied aircraft 
are simply terrific. When you read, 
‘There was some material damage,’ 
it means that whole streets were 
torn up, with a heayy casualty list 
to complete the picture,”

Modern Germany found a perfect 
exponent in the kaiser. His carlier 
enthusiasm for all things English 
waned directly King Edward VII as- 
cended the throne, for that astute 

_ and generous prince had always. di- 

“ vined the ambitions and potentiali- 
ties of his German nephew, The 
kaiserin, on the other hand, was 
perfectly content with her pour- 
geois Germanism and to a full ex- 
tent she satisfied her subjects by her 
copious production of heirs and her 
allegiance to the industries of the 
fatherland. Her puritanism was per- 
fectly natural, although her mother, 
whose throne was lost to Prussia, 
was a high-spirited and erratic old 
lady. ‘The German empress or “Do- 
ha,” as she is nicknamed in the im- 
perial circles, will always remain a 
strange reflection of William’s com- 
placency and pompousness. Doubt- 
less she combined two qualities most 
admired in women—piety and an ad- 
oration for her husband. But — her 
piety never took the form of genu- 
ine kindness or spiritual sincerity 
and her sentiments toward the  em- 
peror were those of a groveling wife, 
a beginished slave and a: nagging 
cempation. Empress “Dona’s” taste 
in dress is infamously bad. One has 
the well authenticated story of her 
proud purachse of a Viennese cloak, 
fashioned of frog green plush and 
canary colored ostrich feather trim- 
ming. Her imperial majesty was 
vastly pleased with this weirdly col- 
ored confection and when the war 
lord clapped his eye on this raiment, 
he propounded_one of his character- 
istic, rude conundrums, “Dona, why 
does that wrap remind me of a cruise 
to Norway?” he asked. The empress 
did not answer and finally burst into 
tears when the sarcastic chief of the 
German empire replied, “Because it 
looks like mal de mer.” Such shal- 
low weaknesses of the imperial pair 
as vanity and cynicism would pass 
witha laughing comment did ‘they 
fot indicate an abysmal disregard 
for the rights of others and a eon- 
suming egoism. The kaiserin has 
always been fond of blending with 
her sanctimony the domestic devo- 
tion of the average “hausfrau.” We 
have in the diary of Ursula, Countess 
von Eppinghoyen, for years a lady- 
in-waiting to her majesty, the ac- 
count of Dona’s one, solitary visit to 
the palace kitchens, which was a 
pompous parade past pots and pans, 
with an obsequious chronicler in at- 
tendance. Moreover, the empress 
left her children chiefly to the care 
of their Inglish governesses, since 
she preferred the rare company of 
the emperor on his junketings to the 
monotony of the nursery. 


A suitable complement to the 
kaiser i been the consort in her 
efforts to elude the onward advance 
of freedom; and her obedience, her 
limited education, her unwillingness 
to face facts have influenced the 
women of Germany to retain their 
century-old positions of yielding 
menials. Contiguous lands, like Fin- 
land and Sweden, were vastly more 
progressive in freeing women from 
political slavery than Germany, and 
the successful feminist movements 
throughout the world were throttled 
swiftly in the Teutonic countries. 
The smug kaiserin was more respon- 
sible for this than perhaps any other 
single influence in the German na- 
tional life. 

The kaiser, the junkers and the 
ferocious armiy were only too eager 
to keep women in complete subjuga- 
tion, lest their natural feelings of 
tenderness would interfere with the 
elaborate and indutiable war plans. 
Nor did the empress play any but 
the smallest part in the political pro- 
logue of the world tragedy. She 
would meddle in minor matters, es- 
pecially when she could appear. as 
censorious of an individual’s morals, 
but so far as any understanding of 
the intricate problems of race or 
frontier or nationality was concern- 
ed, she had neither the wish nor the 
capability to interest herself in sub- 
jects which she imegined concerned 
only the men. It was the kaiser’s 
arvenu idea to make the court of 
Berlin a brilliant and fascinating as- 
semblage which would rival the lost 
glories of Versailles, and surpass 
anything his forefathers had evolved, 
This Jast ambition was not difficult 
ef realization. But there was neither 
enough money nor was Augusta Vie- 
toria the ornamental type of woman 
calculated to be a point of orienta~ 
tion . splendor and briiliancy

But the 
most cnvy and invidious comparison 
were called forth when the imperial 
eyes scanned the stave and smart 
court life of London, where King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra, the idols 
of their people, continued their 
peaceful ways. Who knows but that 
the happy democracy of the last two 
English sovereigns struck the kaiser 
as apostacy to monarchism and that 
a certain social jealousy weighed 
heavily with the imperial emotions 
when he convened this war part 
and banished peace from the cart 
and ygodd will from the hearts of 
men?—The Chronicle, New York. 


Tons of Luscious Oranges 
Are Cast Before Swine 


In Jamaica Orange Oil Is Made by 
Primitive Methods, Resulting 
in Great Waste 


There are places in the 
where vast quantities of the 
niost luscious oranges 
cast before swine, 
This great waste of one of ecarth’s 
finest foods oceurs in the beautiful 
West Indian island of Jamaica, and 
is incidental to the primitive methods 
used by the natives in producing or- 
ange oil, now much used in this 
country in the making of cakes; can- 
dies and other things in the luxury 
class. 

Before Messina was laid in ruins 
by the great earthquake ten years 
ago Sicily was the chief source of 
the world’s supply of orange oil. Si- 
cily’s misfortune, however, was  Ja- 
maica’s gain, for the West Indians 
took up the industry at that time and 
have been following it with increas- 
ing profit ever since. 

The industry is delightfully pio 
turesque. Native girls and boys, clad 
in their striking vari-colored cos- 
tumes, swarm over the _ hillside 
groves engaged in the work of col- 
lecting the oil. The boys shake 
down the fruit, while the girls, seat- 
ed on the ground, extract the oi! by 
means of “rinders.” These are shal- 
low copper basins studded thickly 
on the inside with sharp points o 
tacks. As the oranges are light 
rolled over these tacks with the 
palm of the hand the skin yields up 
its valuable oil. 

The workers may eat as many or- 
anges as they please, but after the 
“rinding” is completed the great bulk 
of the luscious ripe fruit is thrown 
away to the pigs and other tive 
stock, 

Unadulterated orange oil has a 
strong aroma, and is’ used in the 
making of perfumes, essences, soaps 
and beverage flavors, as well as. of 
cakes and confectionery. The prin- 
cipal use for Jamaica orange oil is 
in the manufacture of fancy biscuits, 
particularly of a-wafer biscuit which 
is used extensively with ices and 
iced drinks.

Tunnel Will Yet Join 
France and Great Britain 


Cost Was Formerly Put at Eighty 
Million Dollars 


Sir Arthur Fell, chairman of the 
house of commons tunnel committee, 
speaking at a meeting in London the 
other any. emphasized the import- 
ance of building the long-talked of 
railway line under the English Chan- 
nel to connect the British Islés with 
France, and expressed the opinion 
that after the war it would be prac- 
ticable to run trains through from 
London to Constantinople without 
change, Eventually, he added, the 
line might be extended to Calcutta, 
Capetown and Pekin. This may be 
regarded as a long look ahead. But 
the tunnel is under present discussion 
not merely as a link in the indefinite 
future with distant lands and cities, 
but as a possible factor in binding 
the allicd countries more closely to- 
gether in the years that lie imme- 
diately ahead. In the July number 
of the Yale Review, Major Gen. 
Francis Vinton Greene reviews the 
history of the tunnel scheme from its 
inception 116 years ago to its defi- 
nite abandonment in 1883, when Lord 
Wolseley, fresh from his Egyptian 
triumphs, had declared against it as 
a highly dangerous proposition. 

The principle argument against the 
tunnel has been the possibility of an 
enemy getting control of it and us- 
ing it for an invasion of England. 
Yet those who favor the plan declare 
that abundant defence measures 
could be easily devised, such as flood- 
ing. It is at least evident that if 
Great Britain and Franc. has posses- 
sed the tunnel at the outbreak of the 
present war, the problem of trans- 
porting troops and supplies would 
have been enormously — simplified. 
General Greene goes so far as to say 
that the war would have been ended 
in 1916 or earlicr, In 1916, under Mr. 
Asquith, and again in 1917, under Mr, 
Lloyd George, cfforts were unsuc- 
cessfully made to revive the project | 
through a substantial public opinion 
was brought to its support, together 
with 153 votes in the commons, Mr.

Each time’ the surface of the ground 
is disturbed some of these buried 
seeds will germinate and if no other 
seeds are allowed to fall into the 
soil in the meantime, the ground will 
eventually become clear of them. 

In another group of annual species 
known as winter annuals, the seeds 
germinate immediately after they are 
scattered and pass the winter in the 
form of a small seedling plant which 
survives under ‘the snow and resumes 
growth in the following spring. Be- 
longing to this group are the follow- 
ing weeds: Chess, Purple Cockle, 
Night-flowering Catchfly, Stinkweed, 
Shepherd's Purse, False Flax, Ball 
Mustard, Wild Radish, Hare's War 
Mustard, Tumbling Mustard, Pepper- 
grass, Wormseed - Mustard, Corn 
Gromwell, Blue Bur or Stickweed and 
Stinking Mayweed. It is in the case 
of these weeds that autuma cultivation 
is specially desirable as if they are 
turned under with the plow and cov- 
ered- sufficiently deeply, very few of 
them will be able to continue their 
growth after the snow melts.

SOLDIERS OF ALBERTA 
EXEMPT FROM TAXES 


Dependents’ Homes Also Come Under 
Scope of New Provincial Law | 


Conspicuous among exempt taxpay- 
ers this year are soldiers and soldiers’ 
dependents. Under the two provincial | 
acts which regulate the taxation of | 
soldiers’ property, the home property 
or that in which the soldier was living 
at the time of his enlistment, is ex 
empt for all purposes of taxation, 
ginning with 1918 and continuing un- 
til two years after the declaration of 


peace or the soldiers’ discharge from 


the army, whichever happens first. | 


For all practical purposes the home, if 
owned by the soldier's wife, comes 
under the same ruling. 

On all other property of soldiers, 
the legislation provides that no taxes 
collected, although the 
perty is taxable, until two years after 
the soldier's discharge, or the end of 
the war, Arrears ‘of taxes 
home before 1918 or
